Leadership Enrollments Come 
In Steadily For Annual 
Course. 


With 
enrollments 
coming 
in 
steadily, the Adams county leader­ 
ship training school will open at the 
Lutheran theological seminary here 
next Monday evening at 7:30 o’clock. 
Many residents of Gettysburg and 
rural Adams county have signed up 
for the course and additional en­ 
rollments have been received from 
Taneytown and Chambersburg. 
All members of the seminary fac­ 
ulty are giving their services to the 
school. Dr. H D. Hoover will teach 
a course in pupil study; Dr. H. C. 
Alleman, a course in Old Testament; 
Dr R T. Stamm, a course in New' 
Testament, and Dr. John Aberly, a 
course in the message and program 
of the Christian religion. These are 
a1! courses required for the diploma 
of the International Council of Re­ 
ligious Education. 
The only elective course offered 
this year will be the course in junior 
administration. This course will be 
taught by Miss Elsie CF Rodgers, as­ 
sociate director of children’s work 
of. the board of Christian education 
of the Presbyterian church. 
Miss 
Rodgers is amply qualified for her 
task. She was formerly director of 
Christian education in one of the 
large 
Presbyterian 
churches, 
of 
Scranton. From this she was called 
to be the superintendent of chil­ 
dren's work of the 
Pennsylvania 
State Sabbath School association. 
Since 1926 she has been with the 
Presbyterian board with offices in 
Philadelphia. 
Miss Rodgers is also 
an influential worker In the chil­ 
dren's division advisory group of the 
International Council of Religious 
Education. 
While auditors will be welcomed 
as in former years students are 
urged .to enroll for credit. 
The 
school will be on international basis 
and all credits earned will be recog­ 
nized by training schools of interna­ 
tional standard anywhere in the 
United States and Canada. And by

—Chinese troops sufficient to out­ 
num ber the Japanese tw enty to one 
were massing Tuesday at Anganchi. 
near the Nonni bridgehead, 
from 
which G eneral Mah C han-Shan was 
driven last week. 
The two forces were separated by 
a no-m an’s land about fifteen miles 
wide. The Japanese refused to make

strength, but it was learned on good 
authority th a t they have from 1500 
to 2000 men entrenched against the 
far superior force of G eneral Mah 
Behind this trench line, Japanese 
pioneers were hurrying with their 
repairs on the Nonni bridge. It was

avowedly made the incursion. 
More Troops On Way 
The Japanese m ilitary intelligence 
reported th a t the Chinese have al 
least 10.000 men at A nganchi and 
im mediately to the south. 
M ean­ 
while. trains of the Chinese Eastern 
railway were bearing Chinese re-en­ 
forcem ents from both the east and 
the west.

I .a rot bury Attacks Government 
The leader of the labor opposi­ 
tion. George Lansbury, lashed the 
new government for what he term ­ 
ed the vagueness 
of its program 
and flayed the prime minister per­ 
sonally for the role he was playing. 
The members gasped as he waved 
a copy of King George’s inaugural 
address and said “this innocuous 
document, known 
as the 
king's 
speech, is full 
of emptiness from 
beginning to end.” 
The king iiad read his address 
from the 
throne amid mediaeval 
pomp and ceremony in the house of 
lards. 
My people have given you an 
emphatic mandate and we expect 
you to achieve success,” he said in 
a voice 
which rang through 
the 
chamber. 
Immediate Contacts Necessary 
Pursuing his comments on rep­ 
arations Mr. MacDonald said. “It 
is impossible to decree that without 
regard 
to 
circumstances 
certain 
blocks of gold shall be transferred 
from one nation to another without 
resulting in impoverishment of the 
nation which hands out the gold 
and ultimately of that which re­ 
ceives it. 
/ 
“It is necessary to get into con­ 
tact at once—-and this is already 
being done—with the nations chief­ 
ly concerned, so that we may ex­ 
tricate ourselves from this absurd 
entanglement of the impossible." 
Premier Laval's visit to the United 
States was of the highest impor­ 
tance he said, and it was hoped 
that it would lead first of all to an 
understanding between France and 
Germany.

The sport nevertheless may feel 
a widespread reaction, due to a 
tragedy upon which such nation­ 
wide attention has been focused.
